Hews fom Joliet Cheering to 
leaders and They Are 
Confident of Winning, 


OFFICIALS OF TRUST 
SHOW NO UNEASINESS 


Assert That the Strike Is at Flood 
| Wide and That the Ebb Will 
Soon Come—Tie Up at Mc- 
Keesport Is Now 
Complete. 


Pittsburg, August 16.—The center of 
interest in the steel strike today ‘shifted 
,to the west, where Joliet finally swung 
into line with the strikers and Milwaukee 
appointed tomorrow as the time for a 
final vote on the question. The news 
that came out of the west cheered the 
strikers throughout the districts in this 
vicinity as no other development since 
the labor war was declared. In their 
enthusiasm they count upon favorable 
action at Milwaukee tomorrow and, car- 
rying their hopes still further, say that 
they will yet win Chicago over. These 
‘successes, they declare with apparent 
‘confidence, will make them masters of 
the situation and win the strike. 

The steel operators, on the ‘other hand, , 
Bay that the strikers are nearly at the 
flood tide of their success and when the 
ebb comes it can never be stopped. They 
do not seem to be disturbed by recent 
events and, with a confidence equal to 
‘that of the strikers, talk of the certainty 
of ultimate success. They assert that 
popular sentiment has never been behind 
the strikers and that the general interest 4 
which was once aroused by the contest 
is quickly waning. They claim that they 
are more than holding their own in the 
non-union nlants that were unaffected, 
|or have been started since the strike be- 
| gan, and are perfecting plans for re- 
| opening several plants now idle. They 
also claim that many of their men, par- 
ticularly at McKeesport, Wheeling and 
Bellaire were forced out by intimidation 
‘and will come back as soon as the excite- 
,ment dies out and their safety is as- 
| Sured. 

TMM oP pence’ has been dropped for the 
time being and it is agreed that in its 
present aspects the situation Indicates a 
‘prolonged and stubborn contest. 

Tie Up Is Complete. 

' Two hundred men employed in the Na- 
tional galvanizing works of the National 
Tube Comnany at McKeesport struck to- 
| day. The: were the last remaining work- 
| men in the affected trades in that city, 
‘and the tie-up is now as complete as 
‘ possible there. Many of the tube work- 
ers, although on strike. have refused to 
join any union, and the opinion is ex- 
pressed that there will soon be a break 
among the strikers. The leaders plan 
another rally fo tomorrow night to re- 
enthuse the men and check any break 
that may be possible. They have asked 
President Shaffer to go there and speak, 
‘but he has not yet said definitely that he 
‘would. The organizers are working inde- 
fatigably to keep the men in line. They 
are also extending their operations to 
* Duquesne and Homestead, the two great 
strongholds of the Carnegie compan~ 
and claim to be gaining ground at both 
places. 

The recent gains here and at Joliet will 
bring the total number of men brought 
out by the third and final call by Presi- 
dent Shaffer to about 30,000 and press the 
grand total to something over 70,0. 
‘Thousands of the men out have found 
other work and the exact number row 
idie is unknown. The Amaigamated as- 
sociation is organizing a series of em- 
ployment bureaus and plans to place 
many more of the idle men. 

President Shaffer announced today that 
after September 1 idle Amalgamated men 
would receive strike benefits of 4 a week 
apiece, «nd that some provision would 
, be made for the men outside the organt- 
zation. Non-union men  aré being 
‘breught from the south to break the 
strike in the steel works at Monessen. 
and it is expected that a stert will be 
made there the first of next week. 

Trying To Prevent Trouble. 

Every precaution to guard the non- 
union men is being made, as it is feared 
that when they arrive some of the 
etrikers and their :\ mpathizers cannut 
be held in check by their leoders. The 
American Tin Plate Company officia's 
have plans for resumption at some cf 
their idle plants, but have carried none 
of them out yet. The strikers claim 
that the Lower Union Carnegie mill and 
the Lindsay and MeCutcheon mills ar- 
impaired, but this the steel officials deny. 

President Shaffer was an early arrival 
at strike headquarters and talked freely 
about the situation. When asked il 
Trustee Pierce had gone east to do some 
organizing, he said: 

“T will not talk on Mr. Pierce's trip.” 

' «will he go to Duncansville?”’ was 
asked. 

‘The Amalgamated association never 
sought to organize those men,” he said. 
“They sent word for us to send an or- 
ganizer there. We did so, with the result 
that is already known. We have not 
troubled ourselves about them since, They 
do not amount to a row of pins, and if 
they come into the association it must 
be voluntarily. I have received a tcle- 
gram from Mr. Tighe stating that the 
Joliet men are out and that he will go to 
Milwankee.’’ 

“Have you any word from Vice Presi- 
dent Davis, of Chicago?’’, was asked. 

“I have not heard from’Mr. Davis and 
do not know his position. I know what 
is going on in every mill in the country, 
and am satisfied with the situation. I 
have rep§rts from the jocal mills supposed 
to be in operation and of their failure in 
turnirg out work. It looks nice to see 
the flames of these inills going up, but 
our men know there is uothing going on 
in them that amounts to anything. Mr. ‘ 
Tighe has the right to bring’ back the 
charters of the ‘western lodges where the 
men refuse to go out, and will do so if 
necessary. If I were.one of these men 
[ would be ashamed of myself.”

Proposed Fall River Cut Due 
to Their Competition, 


MANUFACTURERS SO ADMIT 


Therefore They Want a Reduction 
Large Enough To Enable Them 
To Compete with Southern 
Mills—Employees Will 
Strike. 


Fall River, Mass., August 16.—All the 
labor unions in the city will take the 
final step next week toward a decision 
to resist by a strike the proposed cut in 
wages of 15 per cent. Tonight the execu- 
tive committee of the Weavers’ associa- 
tion called a special meeting to vote on 
the recommendation of the textile coun- 
cil at its meeting last night. There is no 
doubt that the members will vote to 
strike in opposition to the reduction. The 
association has about 3,000 members. 

The executive committee of the manu- 
facturers met today, but no idea can be 
given as to the time at which an agree- 
ment will be reached, although they ex- 
pect that the reduction will not be delay- 
ed beyond September, nor will it be modi- 
fied as to the amount. The reason given 
for the latter statement is that the men 
who are behind the reduction movement 
believe that if any reduction is justifiable 
it must be large enough to allow the mils 
to compete with mills everywhere, and 
especially in the south.

TO TIDAL WAVE 


S) Storm That Struck New 
Orleans Is Described, 


ONLY SIX LIVES ARE LOST

Mouth—Four of the Victims 
Women—Rice and Orange

Injured. 


New Orleans, August 16.—The storm has 
passed and seems to have done no great 
damage anywhere except along the river 
below the city, six fatalities occurring 
near the river’s mouth, In the city the 
only injury was to the lakeside resorts 
and to the section flooded by the break in 
a canal bank, which was closed before 
morning. Rice and orange farms on the 
lower coast were severely injured. The 
inhabitants there believe that they were 
struck by a tidal wave combined with a 
cyclone. 

The lives, were lost half a mile above 
quarantine. A large house was over- 


turned with fifteen people in it, and Mrs.+ 


Rosa Walker, her 10-year-old daughter, 
Ida Walker, Miss Birdie Cobden and Miss 
Ella Cobden were drowned. The crew 
of the tug boat Biloxi sought refuge a 
few hundred yards away and two of the 
sailors—Blaine Davidson and Peter Yea— 
were drowned and the boat lost. 

The Louisville and Nashville rallroad is 
still badly crippled. No trains have 
come in or gone out over the line since 
night before last. The subsidence of the 
water, however, makes it probable that 
the damage to the tracks will be quickly 
repaired. 

A large number of cotton and other 
business men are still bottled up on the 
coast and are unable to get to their offi- 
ces. The Northeastern road has had 
some trouble, but the Illinois-Central hhs 
aided both the Louisville and Nashville 
and the Northeastern in handling their 
passenger service. 

The Cromwell liner Comus reached the 
city today. She had no trouble ‘in the 
storm «and reported no vessels in dis- 
tress. 

Dr. J. N. Thomas, of the quarantine 
station, boarded the Comus near the 
mouth of the river and told Cartain 
Franklin that ah unknown schooner and 
a small boat had been wrecked in that 
vicinity and six lives lost. No serious 
damage was done at the quarantine sta- 
tion. 

Captain Stevenson, of the Esther, which 
arrived today, brought up with him Cap- 
tain Samuel J. Dunham and four mem- 
bers of the crew of the tug Biloxi. The 
Biloxi capsized during the storm, and the 
five rescued men made their way to a 
tree, to which they clung until rescued. 
Captain Stevenson reported also that he 
saw a ship’s mast, possibly a fruiter's, 
sticking out of the water about nine giles 
from Southwest pass. He was unable to 
identify the vessel and saw none of her 
crew. ’ 

The Esther had as passengers Juan Y. 
Carrillo, family of twelve, and four ser- 
vants, all of Belize. They had been at 
the quarantine station several days, and 
passed, safely through the storm. 


Heavy Rain at Birmingham. 


Birmingham, Ala, August 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The rainfall'in this section last 
night was very heavy, the precipitation 
being £11 inches from 7 o’clock last 
night to 8 o'clock this morning. A-heavy 
wind prevailed all night and many trees 
were uprooted and considerable minor 
damage done.

| Mobile, Ala., August 16.—The .tropicali 


storm which came up out of the south 
Wednesday and increased fn force during 
the day following is believed to have 
been the severest in the vicinity of Mc- 
bile. Here the wind blew at the rate of 
70 miles am hour for some time. Va- 
rious reports of the drowning of men in 
the bey have reached here, but it is fn- 
rossible to confirm’ them, owing to the 
complete demolition of all means of com- 
munication. 

The pleasure yacht Ariel, bound for 
Fish -river with a party of Mobile people 
on board, is reported to have pounded to 
pieces on tha wherf at Battles, on the 
eastern shore of the bay. NothMmg has 
been heard of the crew. 

The pleasure yacht Mayflower, of this 
city, with a party of prominent people on 
board, reported lost this morning, has 
been heard from All on board found 
refuge on Cat island, but the boat was 
wrecked. ‘ 

Nothing has been heard from Fort Mor- 
gan tonight. Two companies of coast ar- 
tillery are stationed there. The barracks 
undoubtedly received the full force of 
the blow. 

No communication can be had with any 
of the islands in Mississippi sound, just 
outside the bar, 40 miles below here. Any 
news concerning the fate of the islanders 
must come by boat, and this is anxiously 
awaited. 

The fruit steamer Harald, from Puerto 
Cortez, arrived late tonight. She repcrts 
srcaking a two-masted schooner 65 miles 
scutheast of this port, totally dismasted. 
The captain of the schooner declined as- 
sistance. Logging camps and mill man- 
ufacturers have sufferec cunsiderable 
Icsg by the breaking of booms. Saw logs 
and squared timber drifted into Mobile 
all day, much of it coming up on Royal 
street, three blocks from the water front. 
The Dixie saw mill and the mill of Hei- 
ronymus Brothers, Jocated at Magazine 
Point, were badly damagei, parts of the 
plants being blown away. No estimate 
cf the damage in Mobile is possible at 
this time. 


How the Storm Began. 


storm began with wind and 
Wednesday andreached its se- 
verest about 5 o'clock Thursday, 
tre maximum velocity being 62 miles 
an hour, tearing off limbs of trees, un- 
roofing houses, toppling chimneys and do- 
ing other emall damage. A falling wall 
demolished the rear end of Charles Mohr 
& Son’s drug store, 161° Dauphin street, 
damaging considerable stock. The flood 
water was backed by the southeast gale 
over the cotton wharf, and Front, Com- 
merce, Watér streets and part of Royal 
street for several blocks north of St. An- 
thony. The water was 18 inches deep in 
the cotton exchange; both Western Union 
and Postal offices were flooded. 

The power houses of the electric rail- 
ways and also electric light service shut 
down from. 3 o'clock until this morning. 
All business in the wholesale district was 
suspended. Care had been taken to ele- 
vate lower floor goods upon temporary 
platforms and the grocers suffered little 
loss. Grain men were caught to some 
extent, $5,000 or $10,000 worth; also owners 
of cement, whose loss is 1,200 barrels— 
more or less damaged.

Elected by the Legislaturé.

Printers’ Committee Makes Report 
on Tripartite Agreement. 


ABROGATION IS RECOMMENDED 


Matter Will Be Submitted to a Ref- 
erendum Vote of the Union. 
Other Business. 


Birmingham, Ala., August 16.—(Spectal.) 
The fifth day of the forty-seventh annual 
convention of the International Typo- 
graphical union was marked by the 
transaction of much business. The most 
important matter disposed of was the 
action of the convention relative to the 
tripartite agreement between the print- 
ers, bookbinders and pressmen. {[t was 
recommended by the committee on ailied 
tredes and tripartite agreement that in 
lieu of all other propositions the tripar- 
tite agreement be abrogated and that the 
question be submitted to a referendum 
vote to determine whether or not this 
agtion Should be taken. 

This proposition precipitatei a lively 
discussion; it being predicted by some 
that its adoption will bring about the 
greatest conflict ever experienced in the 
International Typographical unicn. 

President Lynch denounced the action 
of the Chicago pressmen in unmeasured 
terms. What he said was in reference to 
what occurred during the printers’ 
troubles in Chicago. 

The convention finally adopted the sug- 
gestion of the committee, and the mut- 
ter of whether or not the tripartite agree- 
ment shall be done awey with will be 
submitted to a referendum yote of the 
union. 

On the metter of photo-engravers, 
Delegate Govan, of New York, withdrew 
@ substitute which he had offered to take 
the charter away from New York wnion, 
No. 23, and the report of the committe? 
cn organization was adopted. This pro- 
vided for an effort to harmonize the dif- 
ference of the photo-engravers, and, fail- 
ing in this, reorganization of the craft 
is to be undertaken. It was also decided 
tc send organizers in the field, particu: 
larly in the south and west, to. work 
among the photo-engravers, 

The convention referred back to the 
laws committee’s report and passed upon 
& number of minor matters. A proposi- 
tion to hold biennial conventions was 
voted down, as was also a proposition 
empowering the secretary to fix the time 
of the convention. 

A proposition providing for special] as- 
sessments for organization and dcfense 
purposes was defeated. 

A motion that The Typographical Jour- 
nal be mailed to every member of the 
union, and that a special assessment be 
levied to pey for it, was ruled out of or- 
der. 

The report of the committee on the 
Printers’ home was read. The section re- 
lating to a pension of $5 pcr weck to in- 
mates leaving the home after five years 
was adopted. The action c® the board 
of trustees in investigating the home 
was indorsed, The statements made by 
Dr. W. A. Campbell relative to the home 
were denounced as untrue, and it was 
recommended that steps be taken to se- 
cure legal redress. The committee on 
finance recommended that loca] unions 
look more to getting up a defense fund. 
The committee complimented President 
Lynch and Secretary Bramwood on their 
administration. The report was adopted, 

The supplementary report of Secretary- 
Treasurer Bramwood was read. it 
showed a balance on hand of $28,749.62 af- 
ter expenditures arcounting to $28,705.01 
had been deducted. 

The following district organizers were 
named: First district, Henry McMahon, 
Eoston; second, J. E. McLaughlin, New 
York; third. Keichner, Pittsburg; 
fcrrth, C. G. Kiser, Norfolk; fifth, C. C. 
Houston, Atlanta; sixth, M. A. Stewart, 
Grand Rapids; seventh, M. B. Brady, In- 
dianapclis; eighth, W. C. Phillips, Mem- 
rhis; ninth, T. R. Drake, Counci] Bluffs; 
tenth, J. W. Hayes, of Minneapolis; elev- 
enth, H. E. Dunn, Denver; twelfth, D. M. 
Wells, Waco: thirteenth, S. G. Gosnecl), 
Anaconda, Mont.; fourteenth, J. F. Ben- 
nington and J. Scott, San Francisco;

Résoluticns advocating state and mu- 
nicipal printing offices were adopted. 

A proposition to condemn The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser for its alleged antago- 
nism to the Typographical union, in- 
structing the Montgomery local to declars 
The Acvertiser unfair, and a proper res- 
clution concerning the subject, was in- 
dorsed., 

A resolution was adopted, after some 
discussion, requiring each local to gct Up 
subscription blanks for circulation among 
the members for voluntary subscriptions 
for the steel workers’ strike. It was at 
first proposed to assess each member 10 
cents a week for twelve consecutive 
weeks for this purpose, but this failed 
to carry. 

Defended His Section. 


The committee on the Chinese exclusion 
act recommended the adoption by the 
congress of the United States of a law 
which will exclude not only Chinese, but 
Japenese and Malays. Delegate Banda- 
low, of Cleveland, spok2 against the 
preposition. He spoke of “slavery” as 
seen in this section of the country. Del- 
egate Phillips, of Memphis, said he would 
not submit to any such reflection upon 
this part of the country. He said that 
this was a gathering of free Americans, 
not of anarchists. He declared that there 
was no such thing as “slavery’ in the 
south, and denounced the statement of 

tegate Bardalow as false, Delegate 
Develer protested against cconomic thev- 
ries being injected into every proposl- 
tion that was put forward. The report 
of the committee was then adopted. 

The action of the governcr of New York 
relative to the proposition to teach photo- 
engraving in the prisons of the state was 
irdorsed. 

A resolution favoring the admission of 
white paper and wood yulp  tnto the 
United States from Canada was adopted. 

A proposition to appoint 2 committee 
on the semi-centennial anniversary of the 
International Typographical union was 
reported unfavorably from the miscella- 
neous committee. 

A resolution was offered creating a 
committee of three to investigate the pa- 
rer trust and also to investigate -n4 :ee 
from whence the trust get their power to 
cprtess industries. It was declared out 
of order. 

Mrs. Craighead, of Omaha, was given 
the floor and spoke in the interest of the 
woman's auxillary. 


TEXAS ROADS ARE ABSORBED. 


Several Lines Taken in by the Hous- 
ton and Texas Central. 

Houston, Texas, August 16.—At a mcet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Housiun 
and Texas Central, a Southern Pacific 
property today, the charter of the road 
Was so amended as to absorb the Central 
Texas and Northwestern, the Fort Worth 
and New Orleans, the Lancaster Tap, the 
Austin and Northwestern and the Granite 
mountain roads; also to build a new road 
from Burnet to Lampasas, 60 miles. 
The formal meetings of the: roads named 
are to be held tomorrow and Monday, 
when their organization will cease to 
exist. The total mileage of the roads, 
which are al} feeders for the Houston and 
Texas Central, is about 300. 


PAILED 10 ADOPT A SCALE 


Coal Miners and Operators in Ten-| 
nessee and Kentucky. 


NO AGREEMENT WAS REACHED 


Mines at Jellico and Coal Creek, and 
on Cincinnati Southern May 
Temporarily Suspend. 


Knoxvile, Tenn., August 16.—(Special.) 
The coal operators of the Cincinnati 
Southern railway district and the east 
Tennessee and southwestern Kentueky 
mines, respectively, failed to adopt a 
wage scale for the year commencing Sep- 
tember 1. After the operators from the 
Jellico coal district withdrew from the 
joint wage scale convention on Thursday 
afternoon the Cincinnati Southern opera- 
tors continued it alone. A joint scale 
committee proposes a wage scale for the 
Cincinnati Southern mines alone. This 
scale did not suit the miners from that 
section. They then secured a sine die 
adjoutnment of the joint convention un- 
til such time as the district executive 
committee of the Union Mine Workers 
of America shall call another conference. 

If a new scale is not prepared before 
September 1 the Cincinnati Southern 
mines may temporarily suspend opera- 
tions until a scale can be agreed upon, 
as the present contracts expire on that 
date. 

The Jellico and Coal Creek district 
mines may suspend at the same time if 
those operators and miners do not form 
anew contract and adopt a scale before 
that time. 


BROUGHT MEN FROM NORTH 


Many Southern Railway Strikers 
Are Leaving Charleston. 
Charleston, 8S. C., August 16.—(Special.)— 
The letter sent to the commercial organi- 
zations of Charleston by President Samuel 
Spencer, of the Southern railway, in 
which he declared that the railroad had 
no concessions to offer the striking ma- 
chinists, has forced the strikers to the 
conciusion that they will not be able to 
return to their former positions. So far 
as the railroad company is concerned, the 
troubles have been ended. The shops 
here are filled with new men brought in 
from the north, but the strikers have 
used great efforts to nave the new men 
quit work. It was announced today that 
many of the strikers had left the city 
for other points where they have recured 
work. A number of the machinists have 
been employed at the various phosphate 
mills above the city, and the men are 
not thinking seriously of being reinstated, 
The strike troubles at Charleston were 
more aggravated than at any other town 
along the Southern railway. The troubles 
here were increased by politicians, who 
have endeavored to inake capital out of 
the differences in the hope of securing the 
machinists’ votes in the next election, 


VILE WHISKEY SOLD SOLDIERS. 


Bad Result Following Abolition of 
Army Canteen. 

Charleston, S. C., August 16.—(Special.)— 
A communication sent to a New York 
newspaper by Mrs. Sanford, wife of 
Captain J. C. Sanford, engineer corps, 
U. S. A., stationed at Charleston, has been 
widely commented on here, both in army 
and temperance circles. Mrs. Sanford 
took occasion to point out the bad results 
which have followed the abolition of the 
army canteeh. The fact was cited that 
three deaths were recently caused at Fort 
Fremont, 8S. C., by the drinking of vile 
whisky, concected and sold by negroes to 
the soldiers. These negroes lived cn the 
outskirts of the post and did a thriving 
business. 

The recent murder and suicide at Sul- 
livan’s Island, when Private Hackerty 
muniered his wife and then killed himself, 
has been traced directly to the effects of 
the bad liquor Sdld by contraband dealers, 
The liquer is poisonous and fires the brain 
of men who drink it in a startling manner. 
The dealers who are operating the blind 
tiger canteen system sel] a concoction 
compesed of one part of the cheapest 
liquor, two parts of keroseng, a liberal 
quantity of extract obtained by boiling 
tobacco, lesser amounts of red pepper and 
sulphuric acid, amd the rest water. It 
does not take an experienced drinker long 
to figure how soon a drink of this kind 
will knock him out. 


ALL DEPENDS ON COMMITTEE 


Whoever It Recommends Will Get 
the Positions. 

Jackson, Miss., August 16.—(Spectal.)— 
The meeting of the republican state ex- 
ecutive committee to pass on applica- 
tions for federal appointments will be 
held within the next two weeks. Judge 
H. Cc. Turley, national committeeman for 
the state, was in Jackson recently, and 
this was decided after a conference with 
the local leaders. The agony among the 
aspirants will, therefore, soon be over. 
Judge Turley makes the additional impor- 
tant announcement that the committee 
will not only pass on applications for 
offices the terms of which are to expire 
at an early date, but wll also dispose 
of the places which are to become vacant 
within the next nine or ten months, and 
this will doubtless prove a surprise in 
the camp, as many of the present incum- 
bents of these places are not yet fully 
prepared for the fight. Judge Turley 
states positively that whoever the com- 
mittee recommends for an office will as- 
suredly receive his commission, and that 
‘‘outsiders’’ will not succeed in overriding 
the regular party organization this year. 


DUNNING IS IN JACKSON JAIL 


Mississippi Soldiers Saved Him from 
the Mob. 

New. Orleans, August 16.—A specia! from 
Jackson, Miss., says that the Governor’s 
Guards, thirty strong, reached home this 
afternoon, having in custcdy James Dun- 
ning, .the negro who was saved from 
the would-be lynchers at Sardis. The 
company stcod guard with fixed bayonets 
at night in the jail while the mob hooted 
and howled on the outside. This is the 
first time in Mississippi that the militia 
has rescued a negro from would-be lynch- 
ers. Governor Longino extended his con- 
gratulaticrns to the company. 


BURSTING QF EMORY WHEEL ‘| 


William Hargraves, a Young Man of 
Chattanooga, Killed. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—William Hargraves, a well-known 
young man, was instantly killed by the 
bursting of an emery wheel in the Chat- 
tanooga Machinery Company’s plant at 
noon today. His head’ was literally torn 
from his body.

The Farmers’ State Alliance ended its 
annual session at Hillsboro yesterday.

It adopted 
resolutions urging all North Carolina 
farmers to sell their cotton seed through 
its business agent, so as to raise the 
price, and to mix the chemicals for fer- 
tilizers at home.

Important Engagement Is Imminent 
in South Africa. 


Durban, August 16.—Lord Kitchener, 
with a strong force, is moving on Hond- 
wenl, on the border of Zululand, where 
General Botha is reported to have con- 
centrated 4,000 Boers. An important en- 
gagement is expected to ensue. 

London, August 16.—The war office has 
received the following dispatch from Lord 
Kitchener, dated Pretoria, August 16: 

“While a party of of French's scout 
were proceeding to join a column near 
Bethesda they were surrounded in the 
hills by a superior iforce under Theron 
and surrendered. One was killed and 
three wounded, Captain Bethelheim dan- 
gerously.”’ 

Lord Kitchener does not give the date, 
but the casualty list indicates August 8. 

Reporting upon the engagement be- 
tween Colonel Gorringe and Comman- 
dant Kritzinger at Mindelburg, Lord 
Kitchener says that the British comman- 
der drove the Boers north to Venterstad 
in confusion. He asserts also that Gen- 
eral French’s other «®Jumns in Cape Col- 
Ony are gradually driving the enemy 
northward. )

The Mobile and Ohio operates trains from 
Whistler, 19 miles out, and the Louisville 
and Nashville received one train during 
the afternoon at Magazine Point from 
the north.

Judge sailed Monday and have perhaps 
been involved in the storm. The fruit 
steamer Espana, from Puerto Cortez. 
with General Cabell on board, was due 
yesterday, but waited outside and came 
in today, reporting very heavy weather. 
The schooner Asa T. Stowell, bound 
from Havana to Pascagoula, was out- 
side on Thursday morning and when 
caught in the storm put into this port. 
Her anchors would not hold and she 
drifted all the way up the bay and lies 
upright in the flats of Little island, op- 
posite the city. A small schooner laden 
with 500 barrels of rosin for New Orleans 
overturned at the rosin wharf. The tug- 
boat Venture sunk at this wharf. 

Many Yachts Wrecked. 

The pleasure yacht Mayflower. with 
Joseph McPhillips, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Pattison and wife, Miss Retta Heutis and 
Miss Marie Davis on ‘board. was blown 
upon Cat island, Mississippi sound, Thurs- 
day. The party took refuge in a small 
house there and were rescued today by 
a searching party. Several yachts and 
naphtha launches owned here and at Por- 
tersville are reported wrecked and the 
cannine factory at Bayou La Batre, on 
the southern shore, is damaged. All the 
wharves and bath houses at Point Clear, 
eastern shore of the bay, were washed 
away. The shell road, the noted drive 
on the western shore of the bay, was 
washed out for a distance of half a mile, 
and the éntire road is covered with logs 
and drift. 

Superintendent Charles Marshall, of the 
New Orleans division of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, reached Mobile on 
a hand car at 7 a. m/reporting the road 
washed in many places. A work train 
from the Montgomery division had by that 
time repaired the damage above the city 
and was sent up on the New Orleans di- 
vision. The superintendent was not able 
to say when traffic on the division would 
be resumed. 

While the storm was not age severe as 
the record-breaker of 1893, and tHe flood 
water did not rise as high in the city, 
there was greater excitement among the 
people because of the recoliection of the 
great damage of the earlier storm. The 
people were apprehensive of a repetition 
of that disaster. The wind, however, 
was at the maximum 10 miles less and 
the water 7 inches below the record of 
1893. Out of doors every one was thor- 
oughly drenched by the heavy rain that 
was blown almost horizontally. The 
rainfall was 5,84 inches. 

An incident of the afternoon was the 
appearance of a wild bull in the streets 
which was chased by the men and boys 
and it turned and chased them, goring 
one man, Charles Wacker, very badly, 
and two horses, one of which had to be 
kilied. The bull was shot to death by 
the police at 7 o'clock after holding the 
streets for some three hours. 

. Truck Gardeners Rescued. 

During the storm the steamboat Lady 
Jane went to the rescue of the truck 
gardeners who live in the marshes be- 
tween Mobile and Spanish rivers. In the 
1893 flood the people there suffered 
greatly, and a half dozen were drowned. 
The Lady Jane rescued all that could 
be reached who were in special danger 
and brought them to the city. One marsh 
dweller named Stauter and his family of 
nine spent the night In an open boat near 
his house and rowed to the city this morn- 
ing. He does not think anything is left 
of his place. The other marsh people 
returned today. 

News tonight is that the pleasure yacht 
Ariel, bound for Fish river with Robert 
and Winthrope Hallet, of Mobile, and 
some others on board, pounded to pleces 
upon the wharf at Battles, on the eastern 
shore. Nothing has been heard of the 
crew, but it is supposed they escaped to 
the shore. 

From the Fowl river western shore, it 
ts reported that the schooner Marguerite 
was taken up bodily and left high and 
dry on the beach. James McMahon and 
four other men were on board. McMa- 
hon says a house on Dauphin island was 
washed away and afterwards found in the 
woods. 

Wires have been in a hopless wreck 
for the better part of twenty-four hours. 
For fifteen hours there were no means 
of communication with the outside world. 
Even now but few wires ure working, 
and. that very badly. There is no wire 
between Mobile and New Orleans, and 
no prospect of any for several days. The 
telegraphic lines on that division are 
exposed to the full sweep of the wind 
from the gulf, an) poles are prostrated 


for miles. 

The fruit steamer Harald, from Puerto 
Cortez, is in tonight and reports speaking 
to a two-masted schooner’ sixty-four 
miles southeast of this port totally dis- 
masted. The master of the schooner de- 
clined assistance. The tug E. L. Russell 
has been sent to bring her into port. 


ALL FLOOD RECORDS BROKEN 


Water Higher at Chattanooga Than 
Ever Before in August. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 16.—The 
Tennessee river, now at thirty feet, is 
rising at the rate of eight inches per 
hour and the rain that has lasted forty- 
eight hours continues, with three and a 
half inches to its credit. The danger line 
will be reached this afternoon and the 
prospect is good for ten feet more with- 
out additional rain. Reports from Ala- 
bama indicate the approach of the Mo- 
bile storm. Huntsville reports high wind 
and rain in torrents at 12 o’clock. 

All growing crops in the Tennessee val- 
ley left by the May flood went under 
this morning. All night the river front 
here was alive with men moving freight, 
grain and lumber. No such flood having 
ever occurred in August before, thous- 
ands of dollars’. worth of stuff was stored 
within reach and it was midnight before 
the warning was heeded. Then fabulous 
prices were offered for help enough to 
move it.

DAMAGE IN CENTRAL ALABAMA 


Cotton and Corn Were Prostrated by 
the Gulf Storm. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 16.—The 
storm from the guif did considerable 
damage in central Alabama last night. 
Reports from Selma and Troy say that 
cotton and corn were prostratea around 
those towns, and the loss to the farmers 
will be heavy. Trees were uprooted and 
houses unroofed, but so far no loss of 
life has been reported. 

At Selma a raft anchored in the Ala- 
bama river and supporting a huge pile 
driver was sunk, carrying the machinery. 
valued at $2,000, to the bottom. 

The rains of the past forty-eight hours 
have been very heavy over the entire wa- 
tersueds of the Coosa and Alabama riv- 
ers in this state, and a8 a result these 
rivers will rise steadily during the next 
few days. 

Section Director Chaffee, of the weath- 
er bureau, predicts that the Alabama 
rivxer at this point will reach 20 
feet. This may overflow lands upon 
which good crops are now growing, and 
in this case much damage. will be done. 

In Autauga county the estimated dam- 
age to the cotton crop varies from 10 to 
30 per cent. Late corn is prostrated, but 
farmers hope to save much of it. 


SOUTHERN TRAIN IS MISSING. 


Superintendent Foracre Has Left Sel- 
ma To Locate It. 

Selma, Ala., August 16—The “Mobile 
train on the Southern due here this morn- 
ing cannot be heard from.

The wind blew with fearful 
velocity, shaking the most substantial 
buildings. 

The greatest damage done In this city 
was the destruction of shade trees and 
the blowing down of outhouses, The store 
of €.

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Floating Expositions Abroad. 

The Revenue Du Commerce Exterieur, 
Paris, April 20 and May 4, 1901, has articles 
from which the following ts taken: 

“The idea of a floating. exposition Is 
not new. The exposition of this char- 
acter, sent out by the Germans some teh 
years ago, was not a financial success. A 
second followed a few years later, and 
the third, which has been guite successful, 
has just returned to Germany, having 
done a business of $5,000,000, in round num- 
bers, during a circuit of seven months. 
The assessment of charges, with reference 
to this total, amounts to only 5% per cent. 
The intelligence and persevering efforts of 
German commerce would seem to be wor- 
thy of imitation. The following sug- 
gestions for the organization of such an 
exposition are offered: Besides the hon- 
orary committee, chosen for the purpose 
of popularizing the idea in special cir- 
cles, a working committee should be chos- 
en to obtain the necessary capital—say 
$50,000—half of which should be deposit- 
ed. Heads of manufactories and exhib- 
itors would subscribe for shares, the 
shareholders beingre munerated from the 
profits of each operation, after deducting 
expenses. .The board of administration, 
chosen from the exhibitors,, should de- 
cide upon the itinerary and direct af- 
fairs. There would be also a commer- 
cial staff; scholars from commercial 


schools might be anprenticed as clerks and 


translators. The confidential agent would 
precede the exposition about a fortnight; 
his duty would be to pay the necessary of- 
ficial visits to each port, arrange for. 
the stop, contract for any needed sup- 
plies, distribute programmes and cata- 
logues, and arrange with banks for infor- 
mation regarding possible buyews, etc. A 
steam vessel of 1,000 or 1,200 tons, of a lim- 
ited draft, would be the best, to facili- 
tate communications with all ports. The 
vessel should have about twenty cabins 
for passengers, a large, free space be- 
tween decks for installing the exposition, 
besides two or three saloons for recep- 
tions, for displaying tools and machinery 
to be run by a small motor. This motor 
would also serve for electric lighting. As- 
sessments of exhibitors should be fixed 
at a moderate sum. giving a right to a 
deetrmined space, permitting the great- 
est number of exhibitors possible. A tel- 
egraphiec code would permit correspond- 


lence with the central administration, and 


enable exhiibtors to give their instruc- 
tions in an economical manner. When 
orders were to be solicited by the manage- 
ment, a small commission would be 
eharged; the direction -culd also study 
and collect articles competing with those 
carried, select commercial agents, and

Mr. Tate Feels Kindly Toward All 
the Candidates, But Says Elec- 
tion Day Is Too Far 
Away To Form an 
Opinion. 


Washington, August 16,—(Special.)—John 
S. Davis, of Gainesville, and Smith O, 
Harris, of Dahlonega, have been appoint- 
ed second lleutenants tn the regular army, 
at the {nstance of Representative Carter 
Tate. The names of these two Geor- 
gia @spirants for military honors have 
been under consideration at the war de- 
partment for some time past, but today's 
visit of Representative Tate resulted in 
the appointments being made. 

Mr. Tate’s long experience in congress 
has taught him that it is not always 
profitable to go in search of departmental 
favors with a brags band, so he quietly 
came to Washington, went to the treas- 
ury department to confer with the com- 
missioner of internal revenue relative to 
several ‘‘moonshine’’ cages now pending 
before the department, In which some 
of his mountain constituents are interest- 
ed, and then proceeded to the war de- 
partment to “draw his army rations,” 
in the shape of the two appointments 
above named. He had settled up the 
business which brought him to Washing- 
ton, when your correspondent “held him 
up”’ on his way to take the first train 
out of town. 

When questioned about the gubernatorti- 
al contest at home, Mr. Tate replied that 
it is too early to form an opinion. If 
Fleming duBignon had consented to run, 
he would, in Mr. Tafe's opinion, have 
been elected. Now the field is open to 
s0 many strong and desirable candidates 
the people who do the voting want to 
take time and look the various gentlemen 
over and consider their respective merits, 
At present, the lines of the contest have 
not been sufficiently drawn to arouse 
much enthusiagm over any of the candi- 
dates, owing to the fact that election 
day is so far away. In the meantime, 
however, the people are discussing the 
subject, reading everything that is print- 
ed in the newspapers bearing upon the 
subject, and quietly forming their opinions 
as to who, tn their judgment, will make 
the most acceptable governor. Mr. Tate 
had kind words for the various candi- 
dates. 


ITEMS OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Canada’s population fn 1901, as seen by 
the published returns, {s 5,300,000. This. is 
only a trivial increagg, in the past ten 
years. The gain between 1871 and 1881 was 
19 per cent. It was 11.7 per cent between 
1881 and 1891. It was only 9.7 per cent be- 
tween 1891 and 1901. The growth of the 
United States in the past ten years, on a 
much larger basis to start with, has heen 
approximately 21 per cent. To the popu- 
lation of Canada an addition of 500,000 was 
made in the past ten years. To the popu- 
lation of the United States there was an 
increase of 13,000,000 in the same ttme, not 
including Porto Rico, Hawaii or the Phif]- 
ippines. Manifestly, the gap between the 
United States and Canada is rapidly 
broadening instead of narrowing. 


Some interesting statistics have recent- 
ly been gathered by the stato department 
concerning the consumption of water in 
European and American cities, and sdme 
of our readers will be surprised at the 
disclosures. London. for instance, uses 
62.8 gallons per capita daily, Paris 106.65 
gallons, Berlin 19.27, Vienna 27 and Brus- 
— 26.4. Says The Chicago Times-Her- 

d: 

‘In Chicago the average consumption ts 
145 gallons per capita every day, in Buf- 
falo it is 240 gallons, in Cleveland 138 
gallons, in Washington 1 gallons and in 
Detroit 135 gallons. The larger consump- 
tion of water in American cities is due, 
it is claimed, in a large measure to 
waste. In most European cities the water 
is filtered, and precautions are taken 
against unnecessary usage of it. 

Another reason for the big figures ac- 
credited to American cities may be due 
to the fact that over here many of the 
residences are surrounded by lawns that 
during fully half the year require almost 
constant sprinkling. In such a city as 
Berlin, where the great majority of the 
people live in blocks, there must be com- 
partively little water used for keeping 
grass green. 

But neither prevention of waste nor 
lack of spreading lawns will serve to ex- 
plain why St. Petersburg uses an average 
‘of only 4.04 gallons per capita daily and 
Constantinople an average of but 8.96 
gallons for each inhabitant. In these 
cases the low figures must be attributed 
to an unwavering opposition on the part 
of the people to the bath, The St. Peters. 
burgers may be justified in a measure for 
hating to sponge off. It is very cold there 
most cf the time, and without facilities 
such as are enjoyed by people who live in 
modern dwellings over here the Russian 
probably finds his bath a somewhat try- 
ing affair. If Americans had to break the 
ice in the tub and then take their plunge 
in a cold room, it is probable that they, 
too, would be more economical in their 
use of water. In Constantinople. how- 
ever, the conditions are reversed. The 
Turk goes unwashed simply because filth 
has no terrors for him. He wallows in it 
and likes it. Therefore the Constantino- 
ple water works are seldom compelled to 
increase the pressure in order to catch 
up. Waste or no waste, let us be glad 
that our consumption of water amounts 
to 145 gallons per capita every day in the 
year.

Senator Mallory said, in ciscussing the

In a general way he expressed his regret 
at the demrc-crats, as a party, for not 
being as strict party disciplinarians as 
the republicans are. The democratic par- 
‘ty in its very origin has favored inde- 
‘pendence of action and been opposed to 
‘everything which savored of bossism or 
individual dictatorship. With the repub- 
licans it is ¢Cifferenf. ‘They have been 
taught to bow and cringe at the crack 
of the party whip, regardless of their 
4ndividual views or interests in regard to 
political questions. 

“When Mark Hanna gives a command 
and cracks his whip, republicans of high 
and low degree fail into line and do his 
bidding, although afterwards some of 
them may go behind the barn, make faces 
at him and call him all kinds of names 
whith would not look well in print. Nev- 
,¢ertheless, it is party discipline,”’ said Sen- 
‘ator Mallory, ‘and the republicans seem 
to thrive on it.’’

Advance Contract Awarded. 


Washington, August 16.—The ordnance 
bureau of the war department today 
awarded to the American Ordnance Com- 
pany the contract for the manufacture of 
145 sub-caliber tubes for coast artillery 
at $54,000. These tubes are placed in the 
seacoast guns and used for drill and tar- 
get practice, and are a great saving in 
the cost of ammunition for this purpose.

Men Who Manas The Globe 
Forced To Apologize tor 
Attacking Irishmen, 


BY HOOTS AND JEERS 
APOLOGY WAS GREETED 


When They Had Eaten All the 
“Crow” and Licked the Platter 
Clean, They Backed Out, 
Bowing at Every 
Sten. 


London, August 16.—In the house of 
commons today G. E. Armstrong, a 
former lieutenant of the British navy, 
editor of The Globe, and W. T. Madge, 
manager of that paper, attended thé bar 
in the custody of the sergeant at arms, 
in accordance with the summons of the 
house for gross breach of the privileges 
of the house in accusing the nationalist 
members of corruption in connection 
with private bill legislation. 

After the speaker, William Court Gul- 
ley, notified them of the cause of the 
summons, both Mr. Armstrong and Mr. 
Madge expressed regret at the appear- 
ance of the article and apologized to the 
house. The speaker then ordered the de- 
linquents to withdraw while the house 
considered the matter. Both the editor 
and manager backed out, bowing low at 
each step, amidst the derisive cheers of 
the nationalists. 

After a protest from John Redmond, 
the nationalist leader, against the inad- 
equacy of the apology, the . offenders 
were recalled and asked if they were pre- 
pared to withdraw the allegations. This 
they did in somewhat nervous tones. The 
Speaker then severely reprimanded the 
two newspaper men, who were permitted 
to depart, the members of the house jeer- 
ingly congratulating them on their escape 
from imprisonment in the Tower. 


LIBERALS BRIBED BY RHODES. 


Alleged That He Paid the Party 
Leaders £5,000. 

London, August 17.—An anonymous iet- 
ter to The Spectator recently declared 
that Cecil Rhodes, by a contribution of 
£5,000 to the party, had induced _ the 
liberals to abandon their policy as to 
Egypt, which favors evacuation. There- 
upon The Spectator insinuated that this 
arrangement explained the hate whicn 
the liberals displayed toward Mr. Rhedes 
on the inquiry as to the Jameson raid. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, on ‘be- 
half of himself and Sir William Har- 
court, declared the story “a He from be- 
ginning to end.” 

Today Mr. Rhodes writes to The Spec- 
tator promising to get the correspond- 
ence on the subject from Africa and to 
publish it, adding that “the correspond- 
ence speaks for itself.’’ 

From the comments of the ‘iberal ra- 
pers it now appears conclusive that the 
late Mr. Schnadhorst, the hberal or- 
ganizer, accepted £5,000 from Mr. 
Rhodes. The Spectator itself repudiates 
this version and charges the liberal party 
with accepting a bribe. 


HOLDING TEMPLE OF HEAVEN. 


Foreign Troops Have Not Evacuated 
, Public Buildings. 


‘ 

Pekin, August 16,-The troops of the 
powers have not evacuated the public 
buildings. The British and Americans 
propose to occupy the Temple of Heaven 
and the Temple of Agriculture until their 
barracks are ready. 

Sir Ernest Satow, the British minister, 
thinks it would not be wise to withdraw 
before the protoco] has been siened in 
conjunction with the Chinese plenipoten- 
tiaries, as withdrawal would remove the 
chief inducement to the Chinese to sign. 

The Japanese still hold the northern sec- 
tion of the city. It is considered signifi- 
cant of their relations with the Chinese 
that a Japanese colone] has heen elected 
to command and organize the Chinese 
police. 

The opinion is growing that the court 
will refuse to return so long as_ the 
powers maintain such large forces in the 
province of Chi Li. The protocol does not 
provide for the destruction of the forts, 
the ministers of the powers having failed 
to agree on this point. 


NEW TARIFF LAW FOR CHINA 


Signing of Protocol. 


London, August 16.—The parliamentary 
secretary of the foreign office, Viscount 
Cranbourne, informed Mr. Yerburgh (con- 
servative) in the house of commons today 
that the new 5 per cent tariff in China 
would not be effective until two months 
after the signing of the protocol. An 
exemption was granted in the case of all 
merchandise shipped .to China within ten 
days of the signing. If it appears that 
hardships arise from this agreément, the 
British government will consider whether 
farther relaxation should not be made. 


BRITISH FARMERS GROWLING 


Claim That American Meats Have 
Monopolized London Market. 

London, August 16.—There has been a 
recrudescence of agitation on the part of 
the Irish and British farmers against 
what they term the practical monoply 
of the London meat market by Ameri- 
cans, and the board of agriculture has 
promised to inquire into the matter, The 
agitators assert that the American im- 
porters of cattle have fo influenced a cor- 
poration in London which conirols the 
markets that they absolutely corftroi the 
trade and rule prices to the practical ex- 
clusion of home farmers.

Engineer Frazer Talks of New At- 
lantic Steamship Line. 


THE SHIPS TO BURN TEXAS OIL 


Hoped To Land Passengers in New 
York and London in Five 
Days Time. 


London, August 16.—S. C. Frazer, the 
Dublin engineer who has prepared the 
plans for the new harbor at Berehaven, 
Bantry Bay, Ireland, in connection with 
the proposed steamship line which is to 
have steamers capable of crossing the 
Atlantic in four and a half days, inform- 
ed a representative of the Associated 
Press today that the line will consist 
initially of six large steamers, four for 
the New York and two for the Canadian 
trade. It is the intention to burn: Texas 
oil. The Canadian port will be Sydney or 
Halifax. 

By building 6 miles of railroad and 
connecting Berehaven with all the Irish 
lines the new company will be able to 
take passengers and mails from Bere- 
haven to London in twelve hours, thus 
landing passengers in New York and 
London in five days. 

The English port will be Liverpool or 
Southampton until the new works at 
Dover are completed. Mr. Frazer says 
much American capital is interested in 
the scheme. 


OUTLOOK FOR INDIA IS GOOD. 


British Government Satisfied with 
Gold Standard Policy. 
London, August 16.—The Indian secre- 
tary, Lord George Hamilton, In the 
house of commons today presented the 
financial statement for India. He said 
that in spite of three years of famine 
and aeute depression of the three agri- 
cultural staples—tea, indigo and cotton— 
he was able to present the most favora- 
ble sheet since India came under the 

crown. 

The relief expenditures for the three 
years were <£150,000,000 sterling, but the 
Same period showed a surplus of £6,377,- 

The season’s rains, though below 
normal, had been sufficient for agricul- 
tural purposes. The crop outlook was 
fair and there was a prospect of a mate- 
rial reduction in the relief expenditure. 

The results-of the gold standard policy 
had more than réalized the government's 
expectations. Lord George concluded 
with praising the administration of Lord 
Curzon, of Keddleston, as foreign gov- 
ernor of India. 


WAR MADE ON POOL SELLING. 


Licenses Issued to Delmar Jockey 
Club Are Repudiated. 

St. Louis, August 16.—State Auditor 
Allen has repudiated the licenses issued 
to the Delmar Jockey Club and the offi- 
cials and bookmakers of that race course 
— officially notified of his action to- 

ay. 

Chief of Police Kiely has asked the 
board of police commissioners if he has 
authority to makeé a raid and the board 
has referred the qtestion to City Coun- 
selor Schnurmacher.

No Wholesale Shooting. 


Mexico City, August 16.—The official 
Gazette of the federal government denies 
as a falsehood that twenty-seven people 
haye been shot in the state of Guerrero 
for\complicity in the _ recent rising 
against the state government and that 
these people were shot without trial. 
The rising was promptly suppressed, but 
there were no wholesale executions and 
no foundation for the reports.

Bigness and Benevolence. 

New York Evening Post: One bright 
dream the steel strike has put an end to, 
and that is the vision Which certain pro- 
moters have seen of the trust as the 
cure-all for labor troubles. We all know 
what their reasoning was. You were to 
group industries into combinations so 
vast that labor unions could not think of 
measuring swords with them. And, of 
course, you were to have your huge cor- 
porations managed by men so wise and 
just that they never would give work- 
ingmen cause of complaint, and so the 
strike would become as obsolete as a Ro- 
man toga. The union of . bigness and 
benevolence in the trust was to bring 
about a kind of earthly paradise for both 
capital and labor. Well, we see now that 
it does not. work that way. A tremendous 
combination of capital fairly invites, we 
may almost say forces (human nature 
being what it is), a tremendous combina- 
tion of labor. That is exactly what the 
Amalgamated association officials at 
Pittsburg are saying. “The manufac- 
turers are refusing us the right which 
they themselves exercised in forming 
their combination,’’ asserts Treasurer 
Williams. This may not be the strict 
truth. We think it is not, so far as we 
can make out the conflicting statements 
about what is really meant by ‘‘union- 
izing’ a mill. But we have to take 
laboring men as they are, prone to ex- 
citement and exaggeration; and being 
such, they show that the great trust far 
from being the extinguisher of strikes, 
may prove their provocative on an 
enormous scale.

FUTURE OF PROPERTY 
SEEMS TO BE IN DOUBT 
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It Is Believed, However, That It 
Will Eventually Land in a 
Great Shipbuilding Com- 
bine—Backed by E. 

H. Harriman. 


Philadelphia, A»gust 16.—At a meeting 
of the stockholders of the Bethlehem 
Steel Company today it was decided to 


ratify the purchase of the Bethlehem 
Iror Comnany and _ issue $7,500,000 of 
bonds, the purchase price of the iron 
company. There was not a dissenting 
vote, 236,443 shares out of a total of 300,- 
000 being represented. 

It was authoritatively announced today 
that within ten days the control of the 
Bethlehem Steel Company and the Beth- 
lehem Iron Company will be assumed by 
President Schwab; of the United States 
Steel Corporation. Mr. Schwab holds an 
option on the stock of the comnanies at 
$94 a share, which expires August 26. 
More than 240000 shares out of a total 
of 300,000 are now in the vaults of the 
Girard Trust Company. which acts as 
trustee in the transaction. 

Tt is not Known what disposition Mr. 
Schwab will make of the property. 

The final disposition of the Bethlehem 
Steel Company is regarded as uncertain, 
with the probability strong that it will 
land in a new ship-building combination. 
This project. it is learned, is backed by 
Edward H. Harriman, and is planned to 
include the Nixon Shipbuilding Company, 
Union iron works, Newport News Ship- 
building Company and the Harlan & 
Hollingsworth Company. 

It is positively stated by Robert P. Lin- 
derman, president of the Bethlehem, and 
Joseph Wharton, the largest stockholder, 
the men who negotiated the sale of the 
property to Charles M. Schwab, that to 
the best of their knowledge and belief the 
Bethlehem will go to neither the Vickers- 
Cramp combination nor to the United 
States Stee] Corporation. At the same 
time it was hinted and virtually ad- 
mitted that tn all probability it will land 
in a new ship-building combination. 

Mr. Linderman said: 

‘Without any positive knowledge, from 
what I have heard, I am led to believe 
that there is a plan to join the Bethlehem 
in a ship-building combine, which tis to 
take in the Union iron works, the Nixon 
Shipbuilding Company, the Newport 
News concern and Harlan & Hollings- 
worth, but neither the Cramps nor the 
New Yo Shipbuilding Company. As I 
have said. I know nothing as a fact be- 
yond our sale of the Bethlehem to Mr. 
Schwab. What he does with it after 
paying us the purchase price is no con- 
cern of ours.”’ 


‘Governors Lean and Fat. 

Birmingham (Ala.) Age-Herald: An old 
friend of Governor Jelks declares that 
the burdens of state are making the gov- 
ernor fat; that he has recently gained 
fully twenty pounds, and that he looks 
even happier than in the days of his 
youthful gladness and smaller responsi- 
bilities. It is well. The able and dis- 
tinguished young governor may not be 
pleased himself that he is growing fat, 
but the people will like it. Fat men are 
ever amiable as fat women are jolly; 
though, as for Governor Jelks, he was 
amiable in his tall and rather bony 
youth, and has been amiable all the 
while. 

It is not stated here as a fact that 
Governor Jelks is fat or fattening—an 
outside friend says it of him—but if it 
be really true, she is the second fat gov- 
ernor of Alabama since the war between 
the states, the only other one having 
been Governor Oates. Governor Patton 
was of medium size; Governor Parsons 
was a big man, but not tat, and the same 
was true of Governor Smith. Governor 
Lindsay wasn't at all fat, and his suc- 
cessor, Governor Lewis, was not above 
medium. Governor Houston was stout, 
but not fat. Governor Cobb was tall and 
raw-bony, and is still. Governor O’Neal 
was a small man, and Governor Seay 
even smaller. Governor Jones was tall 
and thin, and is yet, but his successor, 
Governor Oates, though a big man, might 
still be called fat; and his successor, 
Governor Samford, was a very thin large 
man. 

“War Governor’ Watts was fat, and 
lived to green old age in fatness and 
amiability. And so may it be with Gov- 
ernor Jelks. 


Canada a Sizable Province, 


Toronto (Ontario) Mail and Empire: 
The tremendous area of Canada is some- 
times forgotten. Mr. T. M. Humble, in a 
letter to The Winnipeg Tribune gives 
some valuable figures which tell us how 
big we are. Great Britain and Ireland, 
he says, contain 120,930 square miles. If 
the British isles were planted in’ On- 
tario there would be room and to spare 
for another set. If they were dropped 
into British Columbia there would be 
room for two more sets and 20,000 square 
miles over. Ontario is bigger than 
France or Germany, while the northwegt 
would take in European Russia and 
leave 481,000 square miles unoccupied. 
Ontario, with an area of 220,000 square 
miles, is larger than all of the following 
states of the union: New York, 49,170; 
square miles; Massachusetts, 8,315; Con- 
necticut, 4,990; New Jersey, 7,815; Maine, 
33.040; Pennsylvania, 45,215; Maryland, 
12.210: Indiana, 36,350; Vermont, 9,505 
square miles, making a total of 206,670 
square miles, and in which we can com- 
fortably include the following additional 
states, viz: Delaware, 2,060 square miles; 
District of Columbia, 170 square miles; 
Rhode Island, 1,250 square miles, or a 
total. of 210,140 square miles. After in- 
cluding the above we can still afford to 
be generous and leave room for another 
state as large as New Jersey, with 7,815 
square miles, and still have some 4,000 
square miles to toss off if closely corner- 
ed.

Factory Will Be Located Just Out- 
side the Town and It Will 
Cost $25,000. 


Gaffney, 8. C., August 16.—(Special.)— 
Some time ago a northern concern began 
corresponding with some one in Gaffney 
relative to the location of a factory here 
for the manufacture of supplies for cot- 
ton mills, such as cams, rollers, bobbing 
and such other articles as are in constant 
use by cotton factories. The northern 
syndicate sent their representatives here 
recently to confer with the business men 
of the town, and as a result, they agreed 
to build a $25,000 factory here with the 
assurance of an early increase in the cap- 
ital stock, and let the contract for same 
before leaving.

The factory will be located just outside 
of the eastern limits of the town between 
the Southern and South Carolina and 
Georgia extension rallroads.

France Lags Behind. 

Is it any wonder that poor France 
should be worried over her rapidly de- 
creasing birth rate when the official 
figures of this year’s census place her 
population at only 38,641,333, showing 
an increase in five years of barely 
more than 412,000 inhabitants? 

Every other European country at the 
present time is showing signs of vig- 
orous growth and prosperity, but 
France stands today substantially 
where she stood seventy-five years ago. 
She has tried every experiment which 
her fertile ingenuity could suggest, but 
in vain, and while her various Eu- 
ropean rivals are forging ahead she 
lags behind in the march of progress. 
Let us examine the records of the cen- 
tury just closed and see what changes 
have occurred in the relative impor- 
tance of the various European coun- 
tries during this period of time. 

Going back to the year 1821 we find 
the population of the various Euro- 
pean countries to be as follows: France, 
30,462,000; United Kingdom, 20,984,000; 
Germany, 27,000,000; Russia in Europe, 


ing down to the present time we find 
the figures as follows: France, 38,- 
641,333; United Kingdom, 41,460,678; 
Germany, 56,345,014; Russia in Europe, 
110,000,000, and Italy, 35,000,000. 

From this table of comparisons it 
will be observed that France has gain- 
ed barely more than 8,400,000 in pop- 
ulation since 1821, while 
other countries ‘mentioned have more 
than doubled in population. Take, for 
example, Germany. In 1820 Germany's 
population was nearly 10,000,000 less 
than France’s; today it is nearly 20,- 
000,000 more, showing that while Ger-.

her population France has virtually 
stood still. m 

France may well be alarmed over the 
condition of affairs which she is called 
_ to face. With an enormous debt 

$5,800,000,000 hanging over her head, 
she realizes the gravity of the situa- 
tion all the more acutely. If she en- 
joyed the same rate of growth which 
the other countries of Europe enjoy, 
she might eventually pay off this in- 
debtedness, but since she is making 
comparatively little progress-the out- 
look is rather gloomy, and she can 
a little comfort out of her situa- 

n. , 

France accounts for her slow rate of 
progress by centending that her birth 
rate, for some mysterious reason, has 
been steadily declining for some time 
past, and she has endeavored to cor- 
rect this evil by encouraging matrimo- 
nial alliances and by conferring na- 
tional favor upon large families.

The second point is that a new factor 
has entered into our national life, which 
will asvcarmrigty | RS far, and fast, to check 
the recent decline of the marriage rate 
and restore it to its former level. It is 
the difficulty of making a comfortable 
and attractive home in the city that de- 
ters young lovers from marrying. When 
they can build a pretty cottage 5 or WW 
miles out in the country, at a fifth the 
cost of a poor house in town, and have 
acres of ground and fruit and flowers, 
etc., besides, and yet have free and rapid 
access to all the valuable advantages of 
town life, they will marry quick enough. 

Good roads and automobiles, we are 
sure, will solve the problem, as it could 
not be solved by any other agencies what- 
soever. 

It is clear, therefore, that marrtageable 
young women should go to the country, 
and that every young man should become 


the owner of an automobile. 


When a Tariff Is Disinterestod. _ 


(From The Louisville Courier-Journal.) 

It is instructive also to notice the free 
list of this Chinese tariff and the rea- 
sons given for putting certain articles on 
it. Ride is among these articles. It is 
the most important of food commodities 
in China, and as the local produce is of- 
ten curtailed by drought it has been 
deemed necessary to let it come in free 
of duty from Siam and other rice-produc- 
ing countries. But this consideration 
does not appear to move the countries 
that dictate this tariff when it comes to 
making tariffs for themselves. There is 
Germany, for example, where the crops 
are short, industry depressed and the 
demand for cheaper food particularly 
urgent. But, instead of meeting this 
want by removing duties from food prod- 
ucts, or reducing them, the proposition 
is to make them still higher. Why should 
Germany be more solicitous for the feed- 
ing of the Chinese than fer that of her 
own people? The same remark applies 
to France, where the crops are short, ex- 
cept that there is no proposition there to 
put up rates, which are already suffi- 
ctently high. In China the cereals and 
flour are on the free list. Flour is in the 
nature of a luxury in China, thgugh its 
use is increasing. In Europe it ranks as 
a necessary of life, but is heavily taxed 
on the continent. 

It looks a bit queer that all these coun- 
tries should adopt a tariff for China so 
much more reasonable than they are 
willing to give their own people. The 
explanation is that the Chinese tariff is 
primarily for revenue, and the country 
ig too poor to pay a high rate. Added to 
this, there are no special interests there 
strong enough to take the legislators by 
the throat and compel legislation for 
their benefit. In China the powers have 
been legislating without the assistance 
of a lobby.

The operatives have the sympathy of 
the. public generally, as the reduction is 
steep and follows the absolute failure of 
the selling committee to handle the bus- 
iness of the mills to advantage. The op- 
eratives feel that an attempt fs being 
made by the operators to recoup their 
losses at the workers’ expense. 

Of course the manufacturers have their 
own story of the expedients that have 
already been vainly resorted to in order 
to balance the market, and they allege 
that a reduction of wages became at last 
a necessary resort. 

Whether the operatives will accept the 
reduction without a strike remains to be 
seen. At all events it is hoped that rea- 
gon will finally govern the situation and 
a satisfactory arrangement be the result.

Tt will be interesting to naturalists to 
note that the American panther its not 
yet entirely extinct in Georeta, 

For some time past the people living 
near the Okefinokee swamp have been 
suffering from the depredations of a 
couple of wild beasts that were infesting 
the neighborhood. Calves, sheep and 
hogs, etc., have been carried off, and al- 
though numerous attempts have been 
made to capture the animals, they have 
managed to escape. Mr. Obadiah Barber, 
who has probably killed more bears, 
panthers, and the like in his time, than 
any other living man in that section, tcoK 
a bear’s liver, and after treati it to an' 
injection of strychnine, left it In a spot 
where the animals had been seen. A day 
or two later some of his boys went out 
to look after some hogs, and they found 
near the bait put out the dead carcass of a 
monster panther. The anima] was about 
three feet high and measured over seven 
feet from the point of its nose to the 
tip of its tail. Its weight, «cording to 
Mr. Barber, was 150 pounds. The mate 
of this one its still at large. 

It has been some years since we have 
had positive knowledge of the existence 
of panthers in Okefinokee. We accept 
Mr. Barber's statement because he knows 
a panther when he sees one. Twenty-five 
vears ago the writer came pretty close 
upon one on one of thle islands tn the 
Okefinokee. 

The common wild cat, or lynx, with @ 
stump tail, is sometimes confused by the 
uninformed with the panther, which is 
larger and which has a long tail like a 
house cat,

Rise of Twelve Feet Above Nor- 
mal Reporled at 9 O'Clock 
Last Night, 


PECTED TO OVERFLOW 
TS BANKS BY MORIING 


Heavy Rains Have -Converted All 
the Creeks Into Rivers—Crops’ | 
May Be Badly Damaged. 
Rise Will Not Reach 
Pump Station. 


The heavy rains of the past two days 
have converted the Chattahoochee river 
and other smaller streams in the vicinity 
of Atlanta into raging torrents. ‘ 

The river was on a steady rise all day 
yestérday and at 9 o'clock last night was 
reported 12 feet above the low water 
mark and still rising. 

It is expected that by this morning the 
big, swollen stream will be out of its 
banks and spread over the surrounding 
bottom lands. 

It is feared that the overflow will re- 
sult in much damage to crops in the 
river bottoms. This land has produced 
an extensive and excellent crop of corn 
this year, and it is expected that the 
wild rush of the waters will inundate 
it and work ruin, partial if not total. 

The line of ridges on either side of the 
river will stop the spread of the water, 
which, in turn, may render the inundation 
very great. The rain appears to be gen- 
eral and the little streams Yn the ridges 
about Roswell and farther up the Chat- 
tahooche are feeding great volumes of 
Water into the river. 

In addition to this the various creeks 
emptying into the river are all swollen 
and are pouring their quota into the 
stream. The river igs booming n@év, but 
if the rain continues for two or three 
days at its recent rate there is no telling 
how high it will go. - 

There appears to be no anxiety as yet, 
however; as to the pumping station of 
the water works, located near Bolton. 
Twenty-seven feet is considered the dan~ 
ger point a¢ the station, and although the 
river ig graduaily climbing in the direc- 
tion of that height, {t is thought that it 
will begin to fall n a short time. 

No reports of damage to bridges in 
the county were received last night, and 
it is thought that they are all in a safe 
condition.

Mr. McCarthy was born in Augusta, 
Ga., December 2, 1876. He received his 
first lessons and his early training from 
John Weigand, who was a pupil of Spohr 
and David. Making rapid progress and 
exhibiting exceptional talent for his 
chosen instrument, he went to Germany 
in the summer of 1894, where he contin- 
ued his studies for four years at Leipzig: 
His first teacher was Carl Rothe, second 
violin of the famous GeWandhaus Quar- 
tet. Next he studied under Unkenstein 
and last under Hans Becker at the Leip- 
zig conservatory. Under these instruc- 
tors he acquired nqt only a superb tech- 
nical knowledge, Dut a great deal of 
musical breadth. 

Mr. McCarthy commands a large mus- 
ical tone and his bowing is of the vig- 
orous, manly German type. If we add 
to this that he is of Iris ancestry, and 
inherits a great deal of the vivacity and 
wit of the mother ogy on fl it is easy to 
note in him a happy combination, which 
goes far to insure artistic temperament 
and success. 

“He is the happy possessor of a gen- 
uine Joseph Guarnerius (1734), which he 
prizes very highly and to which he is 
greatly attached.”’ 

An interesting account was given yes- 
terday of the recent strike of the Cuban 
cigar makers in Tampa and their subse- 
quent deportation by Charles H.. Hill, 
southern traveling representative of a 
well-known New York house. Mr. Hill, 
who is one of the best known and most 
popular traveling men in the country, 
was in Tampa during a great part of the 
time of the strike, and the account he 
gives from an observer's standpoint is 


interesting. : 

“There are two unions of cigar mak- 
ers in Tamopa,’’ he said, ‘“‘the Resisten- 
cia, composed almost entirely of Cubans, 
and the International Cigar Makers’ 
union, in Which there are also some Cu- 
bans. 

“Resistencia objects to any cigar man- 
ufacturer who has a plant in Tampa put- 
ting in a factory anywhere else in the 
United States. There are several cigar 
factories in Tampa, but the one over 
which the strike occurred was Cuesta, 
Rey & Co. This firm opened a factory at 
Jacksonville, and Resistencia ordered it 
discontinved. When this demand was re- 
feeed Resistencia sent a commit- 
tee to Jacksonville to create a strike. 
This was just after the. Jacksonville 
fire. A committee of prominent labor 
union members in this city took the mat- 
ter in hand, end the Resistencia commit- 
tee was speedily forced to leave Jackson- 
ville. ”

Labor Day Committee Arranging

HEWITT IS CHIEF MARSHAL 


Harry Silverman Elected Honorary 
Marshai— Eight Aides Also 
Chosen—President Lynch, 
of I. T. U., May Be 
Here Labor Day. 


The chief marshal, honorary marshal, 
and eight aides to the marshal for the 
Labor day parade were elected last night 
at the regular weekly meeting of the gen- 
eral Labor day committee, 

J. B. Hewitt was elected chief marshal 
and Harry Silverman, honorary marshal. 
The aides elected are H. F. Garrett, Wil- 
liam DeLay and P,. H. Moore, who wiil 
be in charge of floats, W. C. Puckett, B. 
C, Burnett, Lon Brooks, Harry Morgan 
and Charles Hirsh. 

The election for chief marshal was the 
first held. Mr. Hewitt and Mr. H. F. Gar- 
fett were placed in nomination, the 
former being elected. At the request of 
Mr. Garrett the election of Mr. Hewitt 
was made unanimous, There was no op- 
position to Mr. Silverman and the other 
eight aides. 

In addition to the election several other 
matters of business were transacted by 
the committee. Chairman H. H. Cabaniss, 
of the finance committee, reported that 
to date $1,580 had been subscribed to the 
Labor day fund. This report of the 
growth of the fund provoked hearty ap- 
plause. 

W. C. Puckett, chairman of the music 
committee, raported that the committee 
had discovered another union band and 
asked for a sufficient addition to the 
money already apportioned the committee 
to engage the band. ‘The general com- 
mittee voted favorably on the request, 
The band is tocated in Buford and is 
composed of leather workers, every mcem- 
ber of which carries a union card. This 
makes a total of five bands and two drum 
corps engaged for the parade. 

P. H. Moore, chairman of the float com- 
mittee, reported progress and stated that 
the float of the Federation of Trades was 
in course of construction, Other reports 
were submitted and indicated that the 
committees are all energetically at work 
for the success of the celebration. 

Invitation to President Lynch. 

On motion of C. C. Houston, an Iinvi- 
tation was extended President Lynch, of 
the International Typoeraphica] union to 
be present in Atlanta on Labor day, and 
Chairman Lindsey and Secretary Brid- 


well, of the general committee, were in- 


Lynch notifying him of the action of the 
committee. Mr. Houston explained that 
he hadi been in attendance upon the 
convention of the International Typo- 
graphica] union in Birmingham and that 
President Lynch had informed him that 
he intended making a tour of the south 
rf and would probably be in Atlanta Sep 
tember 1. Mr. Cabaniss spoke in very 
high terms of President Lynch and stated 
that he is an eloquent speaker. If he 
comes to Atlanta on Labor day he will 
add an interesting feature to the pro- 
gramme. 

Notice was given that on next Friday 
night the various unions will be expected 
to draw for positions in the paraie. The 
marshal and aides were instructed to ar- 
range the unions in divisions and to 
recommend the number of divisions. A 
representative from the unions in each 
division will draw for the position of the 
division and then the unions willl arrange 
their positions in the division. 

The committee on badges and decora- 
tions, of which C. C. Houston is chair- 
man, was allowed $30 with which to suit- 
ably decorate the Federation of Labor 
hall on Forsyth. street. It is the inten- 
tion to decorate the building several days 


prior to on day. 
The meetihg last night was largely at- 
tended and much interest was raanifested. 
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recent strike of cigar makers. Cuesta, 
Rey & Co.,¢ however, had displaced all 
Resistencia men and substituted Inter- 
national union members. Resistencia then 
ordered the other cigar manufacturers in 
Tampa to bring their influence to bear to 
force Cuesta, Rey & Co. and others using 
International union labor to dismiss same, 
The outside manufacturers said they were 
unable to force the dismissal of any labor, 
whereupon the general strike came about. 

“After the strike was on, Resistencia 
as well as other classes of Cuban labor de- 
cided to put a boycott upon all manu- 
facturers of cigars and their internation- 
al employees. This boycot® was in the 
nature of a refusal to serve them in res- 
taurants, stores, saloons, etc., or in any 
other way. Upon this state of affairs 
becoming evident to the citizens of Tam- 
pa, and upon their seeing it would become 
fatally destructive to the city’s better in- 
terests, the citizens held a meeting and 
decided to organize a committee for the 
maintenance and preservation of good or- 
der in Tampa. They also decided upon 
the deportation of the leaders of the 
strike and boycott. The committee con- 
sisted of the leading bankers. merchants 
and citizens of Tampa, and the peculiar 
and speedy effectiveness of the commit- 
tee of safety was due to the high char- 
acter of its members.” 

Mr. Hill left Tampa the day before the 
deportation of the Cubans occurred. This 
occurrence, however, is a matter of pub- 
lic record.

Arrangements was made with Professor 
Haecker by Secretary T. H. Martin, of 
the fair association, yesterday. 

Professor Haecker is at present in 
charge of the dairy and live stock de- 
partment at the Nebraska experiment. 
Station, located at Lincoln, and is also a 
professor in the university of that state. 
He is said to be a man of considerable 
experience in live stock matters and will 
prove eminently acceptable to all the ex- 
hibitors. 

There is a growing tendency on the 
part of big fairs to employ professors in 
agricultural colleges for judges inst3ad 
of men who are engaged in the business 
of breeding. As a general rule there zre 
exhibitors who object to having breeders 
on the board of judges. Instructors in 
large institutions of learning have too 
much at stake to do other than make 
satisfactory decisions, , 

O. P. Anderson, of Nashville, Tenn., 
representing the miniature railway con- 
cessionaire, was in the city yesterday 
and accompanied Secretary Martin to 
the exposition park during the aftcrnoon 
in order to locate the track for his rail- 
way. This railroad is expected to prove 
one of the features of the amusemeut 
side of the fair. 

The train consists of an engihe, tender 
and ten cars. The engine is a perfect 
model of the locomotives that draw the 
vestibule trains between the south and 
New York. The engine and tender meas- 
ure about ten feet in length, while the 
top of the smokestack of the locomotive 


_is only three feet from the rail. The en- 


gineer sits in the tender and operates the 
throttle while perched on the coal box. 
Bach coach will accommodate two per- 
sons. A track 1,000 feet in length will be 
laid along the side of the agricultural 
building to a point near the well, which 
is almost opposite the main entrance to 
the grounds. The price of a ride entitles 
the ‘“passenger’’ to a trip of 2,000 feet.

Comes Here To Manage the Big Mil- 
itary Bazaar. 


IT WILL BE GIVEN IN OCTOBER 


Military Organizations Propose To 
Raise Funds To Assist in the 
New Armory. 


Colonel Noble F. Martin, who is to 
manage the big military fair to be given 
here for two weeks, begifining October

nel Martin outlined the preliminary plans 
which he has in view. Another meeting 
will be held next Tuesday evening, to 
which both the officers and men have 
been invited. 

The members of the various military 
companies in Atlanta are determined to 
make this fair the greatest success ever 
attained by any affair of like character 
given in this city. Colonel Martin, who 
has made a study of arranging bazaars 
and fairs, has been engaged to take com- 
plete charge of the management of the 
fair. He managed the Masonic fair here 
last December and the success of that 
bazaar was largely due to his experience 
and executive ability. 

The purpose of the military fair is to 
raise funds to assist in erecting a hand- 
some new armory in some convenient 
spot in the city. The building will cost 
about eighty thousand dollars and it is 
expected that the fair will bring in all 
of $25,000 or. $30,000. 

Owing to the fact that there is no very 
large building in Atlanta suitable for 
the purpose of a fair, it is highly prob- 
able that a temporary structure will be 
erected in which to hold the bazaar. This 
building will measure about 100 by 175 feet 
and will be built as close to the center 
of town as possible.

Body Brought to Atlanta from Toc- 
coa Yesterday—Funeral Will 
Take Place Today and 
Will Be Attended by 
the O. B.C. 


Maclin Rufus Land, a canductor on/ 


Southern freight train No. 73, fell from 
his train and was instantly killed, near 
Ayersville,, Ga., yesterday morning at 
7:80 o'clock. 

Land was in charge of the first section. 
When near Ayersville his engine failed 
to do its work and the second section 
came up to help it out. But when it 
reached the train Mr. Land was on, in 
the attempt to couple the two sections 
together there was a severe jolt, and Mr. 
Land, who was standing on the top ‘of 
the caboose, fell off in front of the other 
engine and was run over. 

When his body was taken from under 
the pilot it was badly disfigured. His 
head was bruised and crushed, his left 
side bruised and the left arm broken. 
It was at first thought that his neck 
was broken, but later this opinion proved 
erroneous, 

Mr. Land was the son of J. 8. Land. 
He was unmarried and lived with his 
parents at 142 Hill street. He was % 
years of age and had been in the railroad 
business for many years. His first pos!- 
tion in this line of work was that of 
flagman on the old Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad. Here he performed his du- 
ties well and was soon advanced. For 
some five years he had been a conductor 
and had gained many friends. He was 
respected by his employers and had gain- 
ed the friendship and respect of all with ° 
whom he came into contact. 

He is survived by his father and moth- 
er, four sisters—Misses Alma, Julia, Ione 
and Eva Land—and two brothers—W. R. 
and D. H. Land. One of his brothers, 
D. H. Land, was the first to receive the 
news of his death. He is a flagman for 
the Southern railroad, and while at Lula, 
Ga., the dispatch announcing the death 
of his brother came through. The oper- 
ator at once informed him of the sad oc- 
currence and soon he was on his way to 
Atlanta. 

The dead man's body was brought here, 
arriving at 12:20 o'clock, and the body 
was at once taken to Patterson's under- 
taking rooms. The funeral will be in 
charge of the Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors and will be. conducted at the resi- 
Gence at 2 o'clock today. The interment 
wil] take place at Westview. 


Account from Toccoa. 


A dispatch to The Constitution from 
Toccoa gives the account of the accident 
as follows: 

, a, Ga., August 16.—(\Spectal.)— 
Rufe Land, a freight conductor on the 
Southern railway, was killed at Ayers- 
ville, near this pldce, today. Mr. Land 
had in charge the first section of train 
No. 73 from Atlanta. When near Ayers- 
ville his engine for some reason failed to 
work properly and the second section 
came up with the intention of helping 
the first section over the grade from 
Ayersville to Mount Airy. 

“When the second section came up to 
couple to the rear of Mr. Land’s train, 
Mr. Land was standing on the top of the 
caboose of his train. When section No. 2 
of No. 73 struck the first section, in the 
attempt to couple, Mr. Land fell from his 
eab under the engine of section No. 3. 
His body was caught under the wheels of 
the engine and dragged for some dis- 
tance, but the body was not mangled. 
It is thought Mr. Land’s neck was 
broken by the fall from his cab 

“Before going on the road Mr. Land 
was a resident of Toccoa end has 
many friends here.

JAMES CHAMBERS 1S KILLED 


Fell Between Two Moving Cars ang 
Met Instant Death. | 


WAS SWITCHMAN ON SOUTHERN 


Funeral This Afternoon Will Be Con- 
ducted by Junior Order of Amer- - 
ican Mechanics. 


While attempting to step from one 
freight to another James C. Chambers, 
& switchman in the Southern yards, fell 
upon the tracks between two cars, near 
the North avenue crossing. and was In- 
Stantly killed yesterday morning. The 
accident occurred shortly before 7 o’clock 
and within a few mikutes of the time 
Chambers was to have quit work and 
gone home after having been on duty all 
night. 

The accident was witnessed by three 
or four railroad men, A negro who stood 
near the train sta‘es that he saw Cham- 
bers fn the act of step~ing from the end 
of a gondcla car to another and that his 
foot caught in a brake beam and he fell 
headlong between the two cars.

The American soldier costs five times as 
much as a German, French, Austrian of 
Italian, and nearly seven times as much 
as the cost of the czar’s regulars, In thé 
firat place, the pay of the American sol- 
dier ig much higher than is paid any reg~- 
ular force in any other country. Then 
he is better and more liberally fed and 
clothed, and in times of peace his comfort 
attended to in ways unknown in Puropean 
armies. In war privation is the common 
lot of ali soldiers. We have not the fig- 
ures of the cost of the Engtsh soldiers, 
but while higher than the continental, it 
falla far below that of the American. Of 
course the good pay of the American regu~- 
lar attracts a better class of men than the 
poor pay of the European; but this is hara- 
ly as striking in the continental armies as 
in the BEnglish, as on the continent con- 
scription is the rule, and every able-bodied 
citizen or subject is compelled to serve 
a certain term—generally about three 
years—with the colors, and accept a mili- 
tary education and training. ‘The Eng- 
“sh goldiers are voluntary recruits, and 
with advancing wages the standard of the 
enlisted men igs not so high as in the 
American army. Hence in England in 
matters of army reform it is urged that 
there must be universal conscription, or 
the pay of the soidiers must be advanced. 
The wage pay of the American soldier, 
aside from certain allowances, is $130 per 
year, and his rations come to about $110 
more. If we call these two items of pay 
and food $300, and deduct this sum from 
the $1,014 which he annually costs the g0ov- 
ernment, we have left $7i¢ per man, which 
oes for other items, intluding ctothing. 
ospital care, transportation, etc, It is in 
this discrepancy between the actuaj and 
assumed cost of the soldiers—that is, be- 
tween $1,014 and §300—that there exists a 
big opportunity for plucking Uncle Samue] 
in the commissary and quartermaster de- 
partments, which are the branches of the 
service where there ig most looting in all 
armies. es

Acting as Recorder. 


CASH RECEIPTS DROP AWAY 


Some Council Members Recommend 
Pardons Quite Freely—One Is 
Held Up. 


The police authorities are a little per- 
turbed over the fact that the members 
of the city council] who are acting for 
Recorder Broyles during his absence 
from the city are not as strict as the 
recorder in sentencing a lot of known 
worthless characters who are arrested. 

The members of counci] do not know 
all the bums, and some of them do not 
believe in being severe for plain drunks. 

The consequence is that there is al- 
ready a perceptible, falling off fn the 
cash receipts from the recorder’s court. 

Last summer when the recorder was 
on his annual vacation and the mem- 
bers of council acted jin, his stead the de- 
crease in police court fines was several 
hundred dollars. 

Many of the councilmen have reduced 
the fine for a simple, plain drunk from 
$5 to $3, and no heavy fines are imposed 
unless there ig great disorder, 

There are some exceptions, of course. 
and Councilman Malvern Hill, for in- 
stance, is sticking to the court rule laid 
down by the recorder. 

“Not only are councilmen, as acting 
reccrder, entering low fines,” say the 
police, ‘but some of them are ordering 
pardoris quite freely. 

It is agreed that a councilman has a 
right to recommend a pardon in a case 
that he has tried, but one member of 
council has recommended a pardon in a 
case that was tried by Recorder Broyles 
before he left the city. This was held 
up by the chief of police for “further 
instructions,” 


INSURANCE NOTES. 


The executive committee of the Georgia 
Association of Life Underwriters held a 
meeting yesterday morning in the office of 
Secretary Thomas Peters for the pur- 
pose of perfecting plans for putting into 
operation the recommendation made at 
the last meeting of the association as to 
the furnishing of information concern- 
ing undesirable agents by managers in 
whose employ they have been. The meet- 
ing wag @ successful one in all respects. 

The members of thercommittee quickly 
came to an agreement as to the best plan 
to be pursued. Cards will be prepared 
by the secretary of the organization and 
furnished by him to each of its members, 
Whenever an agent is discharged or for 
any reason leaves the employ of a man- 
ager in bad repute, the manager will 
write the name of the agent in question 
on one of the cards and mail it to the 
secretary, who will mail similar, cards 
to every member of the association and 
will then place on file the card received 
from the manager making the complaint. 
The managers will each keep these no- 
tices on file, and when an applicant for an 
agency position calls the manager will 
look over this file’ If the name of the 
applicant is not on the list, all well and 
good. If the name is found there, the 
manager will communicate with the sec- 
retary and from him learn by what man- 
ager the complaint was made. He can 
then gef from this Manager all informa- 
tion that he may desire as to the former 
actiohs of the applicant. : 

This bureau has been established by 
the association for the sole purpose of 
weeding out the undesirable men who 
infest the life insurance business, as well 
as all others. It is in no sense a black 
list and managers are In no way bound 
to refuse employment fo men against 
whom complaints have been made. The 
Georgia Association of Life Underwriters 
has on more than one occasion declared 
its faith in “the gentleman in life in- 
surance,” and it is for his protection that 
the scheme outlined above has been forth- 
ulated. The purifying of the business is 
as much -to the interest of honest agents 
and the public generally as it is to the 
managers. The association will without 
doubt be commended for its efforts to 
promote clean methods in all departments 
of the life insurance business.

DEFICIT IN THE STATE FUNDS 


The Printing Appropriation Is Ex- 
hausted and Balance of Con- 
tingent Fund Going. 
Governor Candler said yesterday that 
the contingent fund will not Jast through 
the fiscal year and that after it has been 
exhausted the treasury will be devoid of 
means to meet the emergency expenses 

of the state government, 

Two months agéd the printing fund of 
$15,000 was exhausted. The contingent fund 
of $10,000 also, will not last until] the next 
genral assembly convenes, There re- 
mains in the treasury now only $2,536.58 
of this fund. 

The reason assigned for thts deficit 1s 
the inadequacy of the appropriations 
made by the: general assembly for the 
payment of obligations arising under 
these two heads. The contingent fund is 
used for paying rewards and meeting all 
other expenses of the government for 
which there fs no special appropriation. 
The printing fund ts designed for the pay- 
ment of publications such as the reports 
of the comptroller general, the atate 
schoo] commissioner, the railroad commis- 
sion, the adjutant general’s department 
and various other special matters. Con- 
siderable printed matter now in course of 
preparation for these reports must be 
published on a credit, untll relief from 
the embarrassment is furnished by the 
legislature. 

One of the more tmportant uses of the 
contingent fund is the paying from it 
of the expenses of military expeditions 
for any cause ordered by the governor. 
Should the necessity of troops in any part 
of the state ‘arise, the governor would 
be powerless to act in the matter, with 
no money to pay for the service, The 
officers in the various departments at the 
capitol, under the present deficit, will 
have to furnish their own postage, 

There are many who believe the present 
contingent fund too small and that an 
increased appropriation should? be mude 
next time. ;

World’s Visible Supply of Cotton. 


New York, August 1{6.—Secretary Hester's 
statement of the world’s visible supply of cot- 
ton, made up from special cable and tele- 
graphic reports, compares the figures of this 
week with last week, last year and the year 
tefore. 

It shows a decrease for the week just closed 
of 140,500 bales, against a decrease of 76,- 
730 last year and a decrease of 103,845 the 
year before last. 

The total visible is 1,887,551, against 2,037,- 
O51! last week, 1,201,697 last vear and 2,732,- 
38! year before last. 

Of this, the total of American cotton is 
1,122,551, against 1,220,051 last week, 705,- 
697 last year and 2,044,381 year before last, 
and of al] other kinds, including Egypt. Brazil, 
India, etc., 765,000, against , last 
week, 496,000 last year and 688,000 year 
before last. 

The totaj world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows a decrease compared with last week of 
149,500 bales, an increase compared with last 
year of 685,854 and a decrease compared with 
year before last of 844,830. 

Of the world’s visible supply, as above, there 
is now afloat and held in Great Britain and 
continental Europe 955.000, against 743,000 
last year and 1,679,000 year before last; in 
Egypt 75,000, against 48,000 last year and 
48.000 year before last; in India 444,000, 
against 272,000 last year and 426,000 year 
before last, and in the United States 4/4,- 
000, against 138,000 last year and 679,000 
year before last. 


H. & B. Beer’s Cotton Letter. 


New Orleans, August 16.—Early Liverpool 
advices were not encouraging, therefore our 
market opened practically unchanged, but 
subsequently advanced {! points cn the Gal- 
veston News reducing their Texas and terri- 
tories crop estimate to 3,098,000, being accel- 
«rated later by the expectations’ of an un- 
favorable Chronicle report, predicted on the 
absence of rains in Texas, with the predictions 
of fair weather for that state tonight and 
Saturday. Referring to The News’ estimate 
for Texas, it must be remembered that on 
October 23 last year the figures issued by this 
authority were 3,101,500 for Texas and ter- 
ritory. It looks as if the outturn will be about 
3.750.000; or in other. words, an excess of 
650,000 over their estimate. Consequently 
it is contended by many that a similar error 
may be made this year. In the meanwhile 
unfavorable’ crop accounts continue to be re- 
ceived from the drought district of Texas, and 
as long as there is an absence of rains in that 
state the probability is operators will re- 
main bullish even though trade cohditions tn 
Europe are poor and the receipts heavy. For 
the time being it looks as though weather con- 
ditions will influence values until] the new 
crop begins to move freely. 


Southrrn Exchange Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 16.—Futures opened 2 to 
4 points higher, and after a few minutes of 
hesitancy prices continued to improve under 
good buying for southern and nit account. Ca- 
bles were fairly responsive to our strenath of 
yesterday, and reports from the belt were of a 
very unsatisfactory nature. Complaints of the 
poor condition of the crop continue to come in 
from Texas, also from Georgia and Alabama, 
where too much moisture has caused the plant 
to deteriorate. There was good buying in 
January, some of which was for shorts, but 
sentiment is growing more bullish, and con- 
servative traders are buying on declines. The 
bad storm of yesterday curtailed business from 
New Orleans and other points and damage 
rumors were disqyleting to the shorts.

New York, August 16.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s

Inflated 
prices brought out receipts for the week of 
2.359.705 bushels, against 2,032,193 last year, 
and reduced Atlantic exports to 631,056 bush- 
els, compared with 2,362,335 a year ago and 
4.035.302 in 1899.

“Southern trade advices are marred by dam- 
age afflicted by the severe storm of Wednes- 
day and Thursday, which appears to have hurt 
the Louisiana rice crop severely, but it is “ot 
thought to have hurt sugar or cotton very 
much, 

“Timely rains have improved cotton in the 
Mississippi valley, and advices from_ the 
south Atlantic states are of a heavy yield. 

“In textiles it is to be noted that the talk 
of a strike, with the necessary curtailed prvo- 
duction, has not strengthened print cloths, 
which are 3-16 per cent lower on the week. 

‘‘Woolen goods appear to be better situated 
than those of cotton, and in raw products the 
low and fime grades of weol are firm with 
some tenditig upward, while raw cotton is with- 
out change, —_ 

‘‘The iron and. steel strike shows Httle 
change, but an interesting fact is that despite 
the lowered consumption growing out of tho 
strike, stocks of pig iron are smaller than they 
were a month ago on a comparatively trifling 
decrease in production. Chicago iron interests 
are getting much business diverted from east- 
ern markets by the strike. Finished products 
affected by the strike are very high, and the 
position of canned goods manufacturers, de- 
mand from whom is active, is rendered un- 
comfortable by the scarcity of tin plates, 
Sheets and bars are likewise firm.

Were Made. 


The close of the sécond day of the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance mis- 
sionary meeting leaves the workers far 
better satisfied with the result than they 
were with the first day.
